The house ou la^it ^^atui\lay passed the 
tariff commission bill precisely as it was 
reported by tlie ways and means commit- 
tee. The bill directs the appointment of 
nine commissioners to take the suhj.N t of 
tariff revision un<ler advisement an l r 
l>ort the result of thoir labors tu e«>ii^teJ5S 
not later than the lirst M^ii'lav in iJecem. 
ber of the present year. Of tUo one hun- 
dred and titty-one members who voted 
for the bill; there in included about twen* 
ty-flve democrats. Of the ei;^hty-six who 
voted against it, ! *-:y wn.' n^piiblioaus. 

Thb constitutionality of Sun lay laws 
was recently tested and decided in the 
Supreme court of California. Three of the 
judges niaiiUained that the Le;:islatnrt.' of 
that State had no power to prohibit secular 
em})loyments, as the statutt* closing' stores 
and saloons, etc., w; s in violation of tlie 
provisions of the constituliou that guaran- 
teea the free exercise of religioasprofassion 
and worship, without discrimination, and 
thai the Legislature by making obligatory 
tfie observance of the Suiiday law, had 
shown a preference* f .r tlie Christians at 
the expense of the Hebrews, who are thus 
compelled to I;eep two Sabbaths each 
week. Four judges, that is to say a ma- 
JorUf of OMi maintalBtfl that wbilt the 
IflglalitQre ooald not, on itrictlj religions 
grounds, enforce tlie Sunday law, yet they 
had an undeniable right to exact that one 
day out of seven should be set apart as a 
day of rest and that such a law was bind- 
ing to every member of the community 
irrespective of his religious belief.

Choosing A rrofcssioB* 

A qncstion wLioh lirooraop more im- 
portant every year is that wiach couccrua 
uie edacation of jfonng men for the pro* 
feBsions. Wliou it is finally holvctl, and 
set at rest, a great good m ill have been 
done to the public, and many youths 
viHl be kept from feeling in their man- 
hood the hcartburninf!:s and the s^Mise (»f 
failure in their lives from which so many 
are now vnlfering. It is useless to dis- 
gniHe the fa<'t that tlie dignity <»f manual 
labor, guided by the iutclligence of 
epociul learning, is not generally be- 
lieved in. An excuse for this lack of 
faith is drawn from tho argumont tlint 
as mechaiiicil trades are so subihvidt d 
now that a young man after learning one 
branch rarely is given the opjiortunity 
to le.irn an» -t'uT, and !!» tt, li iving l»ut 
little net'd t > u^e lii.s bruin iu his work, 
he usually becomes a sort of animated 
machine*. Hut is tin re a onntroUing 
reason why a mechanic should thus lose 
lua power— * assuming, of course, that he 
has started with a fair stipply of intelli- 
glance and energy? Tliat thvve is not is 
hhown by the iact that some m* n with 
no other opportunities than the.r fellows, 
bv usinf' tlu'ir ey. s and wits, h arn every 
branch ot their tratlrs, and thereby pro- 
cure commanding positions. For in- 
Ktan^ e in tlie pressrwm of a newspaper 
of this ei^vtlhre is one mnn wlio not 
iinly can manage a comphcat d press, 
but ran take it apart and put it together, 
and rrpiir it if it f^'.'ts ('Ut of nrd r. Y**t 
he ha& had no special advantages over 
the men whom he direct^ as a foreman. 
He lia^ looked and Iraua .i. a d he is 
now li^^diiy [>aid for tli*' ti<'ub\' he took 
to inlorni himsc;i. it h»tms wrong, 
then, to assert that an enetgetic, intelli- 
gent lK»y will havt^ no chance to ri?e Li a 
trad*'. Tlie thing to ascertain in the be- 
ginning is the tnide for which he is nat- 
urally ntted. This is linrd to ascertain, 
and m<»st parents do not make the at- 
tempt. IhfV put their boys into any 
olen<Md poaidon that is open to them, oi^ 
they decide long in advanoe that the 

Jrouths shall be clergymen, physicians, or 
awyers. In this way many men have 
been put into professions for which they 
Lave no aptitude, and so stru^^gleon and 
fall. The question w*hich arises is : 
Oould not this evil be overcome by mak- 
ing it less easy to booomc^ a ]»n)fcsHional 
man? Would not maiiy fathers and 
mothers in moderate • circumstances 
pause and reflect if they knew it would 
cost mu'di time and money to make doc- 
tors, or lawyers, or ch rgymen of their 
aoni? But, leaving this question one 
aide, is it right that any ordinary man 
may obtam permission to j)ra( ti< e upon 
the public health or the public rights 
after nominally studying medicine or 
law for two years? As a matti r of fact 
Etudents do not attend the medical or 
law schools for half that period. Earn- 
est physicians and lawyers who love their 
prctfessions tliink ]^rofoundly upon this 
quefetion, and are of the opinion that not 
only should the periods of study be 
longer, but that no man should be ad- 
mitted to study unless he has had a col- 
legiate education, or, lacking that, is 
ame to ]>ass an examination so as to 
show That hi' has a good foundation for 
special learning. Ignoramusits would 
not then be so common in the profes- 
sions. If only fit ]>rrsons are given the 
right of way into the proiessionb the un- 
fit will iimf places suited to them, for 
fond and poor parents will be forced to 
study the characteristics of their chil- 
dren before marking out careers for 
them.— JV. y. Timci.
